praised his new recruit as “brave, prin¬ 
cipled and caring.” 

“I’m delighted to welcome Manny 
to the Labour group,” he said. “I’ve got 
nothing but respect for what he has 
done in defecting; he’s shown great 
courage in standing up for what he 
believes in. 

“He shares our concern that the 
Tory-led Government cuts are too fast 
and too deep and could have a devas¬ 
tating effect on families in Harlow and 
he recognises the fact that Liberal 
Democrats are just playing poodle to 
the Tories in the coalition.

It's a whitemare 
before Christmas

RESIDENTS are being urged 
to “wise up this winter” and 
take extra care on roads and 
footpaths as Harlow heads for 
a White Christmas. 

The first heavy snowfall of the 
winter blanketed the town on 
Saturday, with snow and plummet¬ 
ing temperatures causing chaos on 
the roads and misery for rail com¬ 
muters as trains experienced severe 
delays. 

And with more snow and sub¬ 
zero temperatures forecast for the 
Christmas break, residents are 
being warned to wrap up warm and 
stay safe following a spike in the 
number of emergency call-outs over 
the past week. 

As of yesterday (Wednesday), the 
East of England ambulance service 
had received around 240 emergency 
calls from the Harlow area since 
Friday, attending 60 incidents where 
people had injured themselves after 
slipping and fklling. 

Essex County Council’s 65- 
strong fleet of gritters have also 
been busy, treating the county’s full 
precautionary network of major 
transport routes, emergency servic¬ 
es access routes and A and B roads 
nine times during last weekend 
alone. 

Yet despite the treacherous con¬ 
ditions, serious road traffic acci¬ 



dents have been few and far 
between, with ambulance crews 
only called to three incidents in 
Harlow since the first snowfall. 

An ambulance service spokes¬ 
woman said the number of call-outs 
was now “stabilising”, but urged 
residents to think carefully before 
dialling 999. 

“We saw a significant increase in 
demand on Friday and over the 
weekend, and although this is some¬ 
what stabilising we do urge people 
to only call 999 in an emergency so 
that we can get to the most serious¬ 
ly ill people. 

“Everyone can wise up this win¬ 
ter and do their best to avoid need¬ 
ing to call. Do your best to keep 
warm and well.” 


She urged residents to embrace 
the season of goodwill and help out 
elderly or vulnerable neighbours at 
greater risk from the cold. 

“In Harlow there are many older 
people who need some extra care 
during cold and adverse weather 
conditions so please check on 
neighbours and ensure they have 
what they need, especially with 
regards to medication.” 

Many of the town’s GP surgeries 
will be closed over Christmas but 
residents will still have access to 
out-of-hours services, GP-led 
health centres and walk-in clinics. 

Details of their opening hours 
will be published on local NHS 
websites and available from NHS 
Direct on 0845 4647.

Harlow cements status as 
UK's first sculpture town 


HARLOW could soon become an 
unlikely tourist hotspot for art 
lovers after being rebranded as 
the UK’s first sculpture town.

Harlow 
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A CHALLENGING three- 
week road trip across the 
Sahara Desert may not be 
most people’s idea of a 
holiday, but for 22-year-old 
Oliver Godfrey the charity 
trek promises to be the 
adventure of a lifetime. 
Musician Oliver, of The Fortunes, 
Harlow, is taking on the Timbuktu 
Challenge, a 4,800-mile drive 
starting in London on Boxing Day 
and finishing up at Mali in west 
Africa. 

It will take him and friend David 
Noakes through Europe, 

Morocco, the western Sahara and 
Mauritania, an area known for 
hijackings, kidnappings and even 
an A1 Qaeda training camp! 

“We travel in knackered, old cars 
through miles of desert and there 
is a point where we spend a 
couple of days driving down the 
western Sahara coast camping on 
the beach," said Oliver. 

“We will be camping in tents and 
possibly sleeping in the car, 
depending on the surroundings. 
“Once we reach Timbuktu our

cars will be auctioned off and the 
money donated to local charities 
such as those helping farming and 
irrigation.” 

Oliver and David (21), who lives 
in Hornchurch, bought their 1993 
Peugeot 205 for £200 and covered 
it with artwork and sponsors’ 
logos. 


They put themselves forward for 
the drive after watching a film 
following a group embarking on a 
previous trip. 

“It will have its ups and downs,” 
said Oliver. “Both of us have little 
mechanical knowledge but we are 
travelling in a convoy of 20 cars 
with experienced drivers who are 


hopefully a bit more clued up than 
us. 

“Some parts of the route will be 
dangerous. Apparently it’s not 
uncommon to hear of westerners 
being kidnapped, robbed or 
hijacked. A recent challenge was 
cancelled because it was believed 
the route would have passed 
within 100 miles of an A1 Qaeda 
training camp!” 

Foreign Office advice currently 
puts danger levels in Mauritania 
on par with Iraq or Afghanistan 
and advises British nationals 
against travelling there. 

Fortunately for Oliver and 
David, they will be escorted 
by an armed military convoy. 
“We will have a great time 
and we will get to experience 
some very different cultures, 
foods and people,” added 
Oliver. “We’re not into your 
usual package deals; we 
prefer something a little 
more off road. 

“We will remember this for a 
lifetime.”

of Commons. 

Mr Halfon questioned the PM 
on the steps that were being 
taken to “drain the poison of 
extreme Islamism from our 
country” in the wake of the 
bombing in Stockholm by a 
former UK resident. 

“Time and time again we seem 
to be exporting extreme 
Islamist terrorists and suicide 
bombers to Afghanistan, Israel 
and now Sweden,” said Mr 
Halfon. 

Mr Cameron admitted that 
while the police and 
intelligence services had their 
roles to play, more action was 
required to understand why 
young Muslim men were 
becoming radicalised. 

“If we are frank on both sides 
of the House we have not done 
enough to deal with the 
promotion of extremist 
Islamism in our own country,” 
he said. 

“Whether it is making sure 
that Imams coming over to 
this country can speak English 
properly or whether it is 
making sure that we de- 
radicalise our universities, we 
have to take a range of further 
steps.” 

Nurse to raise 
awareness of 
organ donation 

A SPECIALIST nurse with 
responsibility for raising 
awareness about organ 
donation has started work at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. 
Daina Moyo has been assi¬ 
gned to work at PAH as part 
of her role with NHS Blood 
and Transplant, the authority 
which co-ordinates blood 
transftision and organ 
transplant across the NHS. 

She will spend the majority of 
her time in the intensive care 
and emergency department 
where she will work with 
medical teams and patients’ 
families to offer the option for 
organ donation and support 
them through their decision. 
“Research shows that the 
earlier an organ donation 
specialist is involved, the 
higher the consent rate by 
families,” said Daina. 

“I will be working with 
consultants and NHS Blood 
and Transplant to identify 
patients and then speak to the 
families. It is a difficult and 
sensitive time and my role is 
to ensure they are well 
supported in the decision they 
make for organ donation.” 
Donation rates in the UK are 
currently among the lowest in 
the developed world.

Town sees big rise in 
number of homeless 


ALMOST 170 Harlow house¬ 
holds will be spending Christmas 
in temporary accommodation 
following a sharp rise in home¬ 
lessness across the town. 

New figures released by the 
Department for Communities & Loeal 
Government show that 48 homelessness 
eases were aceepted by Harlow Couneil 
between July and September this year - 
an inerease of 78 per eent on the previ¬ 
ous quarter. 

The number aeross the whole of 
England also rose by 17 per eent to 
11,840 - the first sustained inerease 
sinee 2003. 

In light of the statisties, national 
housing eharity Shelter has warned 
struggling households not to overstretch 
their budget at Christmas and to seek 
professional advice if they are at risk of 
losing their home. 

Chief executive Campbell Robb said: 
“Already in Britain every two minutes 
someone faces the nightmare of losing 
their home, so it’s really worrying to see 
homelessness is on the rise in Harlow. 

“We know from the cases we see 
every day that just one single thing like 
a bout of illness, rent increase or drop in 
income is all that’s needed to push peo¬ 
ple into a spiral of debt and arrears that 
can lead to the loss of their home. 

He added: “At a time of year when 
many people are taking on extra debt.

Shelter is urging anyone struggling with 
their housing costs to urgently seek 
advice. Our free housing helpline is 
there to help when things start to spiral 
out of control.” 

Clive Souter, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s housing policy working 
group, blamed the recession for the 
spike in homelessness numbers but said 
the increase was not unique to Harlow. 

“We appreciate that it is a difficult 
time for anyone living in temporary 
accommodation this Christmas, but the 
important thing is that households have 
a roof over their heads while a long¬ 
term housing solution is found,” he said. 

“Our advice to local residents is to 
seek help early if they are struggling to 
pay their household bills or they may be 
at risk of losing their home. 

“Don’t leave it until it is too late. The 
sooner you seek advice and assistance 
from the council or organisations like 
Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice 
Service or Shelter there will be more 
options available to prevent you losing 
your home.”

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Police target cars to 
crackdown on crime

FOUR people were arrested and 
28 vehicles seized during a 
major police operation in Essex 
to intercept travelling criminals 
and motorists flouting the law. 

During the operation poliee offieers 
used automatie number plate reeogni- 
tion eameras at various points aeross 
the eounty, ineluding Edinburgh Way 
in Harlow. 

The teehnology reads ear registra¬ 
tion numbers of passing vehieles and 
eheeks them against databases to see 
if they are insured, have a eurrent 
MOT or are wanted in eonneetion 
with a erime. 

Poliee in Harlow were supported by 
offieers from Cambridgeshire during 
the elampdown, eodenamed Opera¬ 
tion Utah, last Wednesday. 

Arrests were made in eonneetion 
with thefts, perjury and breaeh of bail 
eonditions. The 28 ears were seized 
aeross the eounty after drivers were 
found to have no insuranee or lieenee. 

A total of 87 fixed penalty notiees 
were issued for a range of driving 
offenees, ineluding one to a driving 
instruetor for using a mobile phone 
while driving. 

Inspeetor Gerry Parker, the offieer 
in eharge of the operation, said after¬ 
wards: “The operation was extremely 
sueeessful and led to the deteetion of 
erimes and the arrest of people who 
were using our roads to eommit erime. 

“We have also helped to make the 
roads of Essex safer by removing 
uninsured and dangerous vehieles. 

“The operation has also served to 
edueate drivers and let them know that 
we will soon find them and fine them 
or take away their vehieles if they eon- 
tinue to break the law.”

Judge suspends 
knife attacker's 
detention order 

A YOUTH who slashed a man’s 
neck with a kitchen knife was told 
by a judge he was being given one 
last chance to turn around his life. 
Ryan Kinggate (18), of Harlow, 
was sentenced to 12 months 
detention suspended for two years 
and ordered to attend aggressive 
replacement and thinking skills 
programmes. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
the attack took place in Brockles 
Mead, Harlow, in July last year. 
Kinggate (18) had swung the knife 
at victim Gary Edmunds, leaving 
his victim with a five-inch neck 
wound. 

Although he admitted assault 
causing actual bodily harm and 
possessing a bladed point, he 
claimed his victim was the 
aggressor and said he acted in self 
defence. 

Jodie Hitchcock, representing 
Kinggate, said in mitigation he 
had behaviourial problems and 
was not able to read or write. 

Judge Sara Staite, who made an 
order preventing publication of 
Kinggate’s full address, said it 
would not be right to impose a 
higher sentence because he was 17 
at the time of the attack. 

But she warned him: “If you keep 
coming back to court the 
sentences will get progressively 
more serious.” 


RSPCA investigators have appealed 
for information after three dogs 
suffering from mange were 
abandoned at Harlow Common. 

A walker found the bull terrier 
crossbreeds - two males and a 
brindle-coloured female - tied up 
at the common last Tuesday. 

They were taken to a centre in 
Braintree where they are currently 
being treated for the contagious 
skin condition. Although it does not 


usually cause any problems, it can 
cause serious skin disease if the 
immune system is suppressed. 
Centre manager Alexia Nicholls 
said: “The dogs have hair loss and 
one has quite a few scabs on his 
back. The two males are around a 
year old and the female is two or 
three.”

Public consultation 
to shape council's 
transport priorities 

RESIDENTS are being asked for their views 
on transport priorities in Essex as the cash- 
strapped county council looks to reduce spend¬ 
ing on highways and transportation services. 

The authority, which currently spends more 
than £100m on maintaining roads and foot¬ 
paths, supporting bus services and providing 
traffic information, will be forced to slash its 
budget next year following Government fund¬ 
ing cuts. 

As a result. County Hall chiefs are now ask¬ 
ing residents to take part in a consultation exer¬ 
cise which aims to determine which services 
should be prioritised and protected from cut¬ 
backs in next year’s Eocal Transport Plan. 

Norman Hume, cabinet member for high¬

“However, at a time when there is limited 
funding available for services across the coun¬ 
ty council, we need to make difficult decisions 
on how we prioritise expenditure.

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Mum guilty 
of neglect 
spared jail

THE mother of a 14-year-old girl who 
was left to live alone in squalor at a rub¬ 
bish-strewn house in Harlow has been 
spared jail. 

Instead the 54-year-old woman, who was 
found guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court of 
negleet, was given a suspended jail sentenee 
with the eondition that she undergoes mental 
health treatment. 

During the trial the jury was shown a DVD 
of pietures taken in the four-bedroom property. 

Proseeutor Andrew Jaekson said they presented 
a “plain image” of the state of the house, 
adding the woman had left her daughter in con¬ 
ditions almost beyond comprehension. 

The woman, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, had denied the charge of neglect. The 
case was adjourned for reports. 

Passing sentence on Friday, Judge Rodger 
Haywood-Smith told her that under sentencing 
guidelines she could normally expect a sen¬ 
tence of three years. But he added that he 
would spare her an immediate jail term because 
she had mental health problems. 

“This is a bad case of cruelty to your child,” 
he said. “The guidelines say I should be send¬ 
ing you to prison for a very long time. 

“The case against you was overwhelming. 

It’s difficult to put into words the filth in that 
house literally making it impossible to walk in 
the house because of the rubbish strewn. Items 
were left rotting for many months. 

“It was quite appalling for a child to live 
alone for long periods in that.” 

During last month’s hearing, Mr Jackson 
told the court what police found when they 
went to the house. 

“It was in a poor state of repair from the out-

side. They knocked on the door without 
response and, after they lifted the letter box, 
they could smell something pretty disgusting,” 
he said. 

He told the court that rubbish has accumu¬ 
lated behind the front door and along the hall¬ 
way while a sitting room with a TV was cov¬ 
ered in mess. 

The fridge and washing machine didn’t 
work, work surfaces in the kitchen were piled 
high with rubbish and food aand the cooker 
was inaccessible. 

On the landing, items were piled up to the 
level of the light switch, while a school photo 
of the girl could be seen among various items 
of rubbish dumped in a bedroom. 

When interviewed, the mother had blamed 
her daughter for the state of the house, saying 
she was “messy.”

Fight to protect the NHS 

SIR, The Government’s plan to place 80 per cent 
of NHS budget in the hands of GPs will effectively 
privatise the NHS. 

GP consortia will not have the skills to run this 
size of business, not to mention the fact that many 
GPs would rather be treating their patients. This 
leaves the door wide open for big-business 
healthcare operators to make huge profits at our 
expense. 

We have all heard the horror stories of 50 million 
people unable to afford private medicine in 
America, but there are issues here in the UK that 
are seldom mentioned. Overcharging by private 
hospitals in the UK is not uncommon, with health 
insurers employing teams of former theatre nurses 
to scrutinise bills even though these hospitals are 
on an approved list. Then there is the quality of 
care to consider. 

Perhaps a reminder of the bad old days before 
Labour came to power in 1997 is required. My 
own example is from summer 1996 when I needed 
to have a cyst removed from my back. 

Due to long delays in NHS operating schedules my 
problem was deemed non-urgent. The cyst 
eventually became infected but my GP wasn’t 
equipped to deal with it and the A&E at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital referred me back to my GP. I 
was in a lot of pain so I decided to use my 
employer’s private health cover. 

I was seen the same day at a London hospital and 
the surgeon gave me a course of antibiotics. He 
told me that the cyst had to be operated on straight 
away as it was likely to rupture, leaving me at risk 
of serious infection. 

Late on a Friday afternoon he operated but he 
didn’t wait long enough for the anaesthetic to 
work. This resulted in two nurses trying to hold 
me down whilst I was forced to bite on a rubber 
gag to stop me screaming. I now have an unsightly 
scar as a reminder. 

This demonstrates what happens when the NHS is 
starved of cash and what may happen in private 
care. I do not want this nightmare scenario to 
return so I urge everyone to consider what they are 
prepared to do in defending the NHS.

Eel lights up Christmas tree 


AN aquarium in America is 
shocking visitors with an 
environmentaiiy-friendiy Christmas 
dispiay powered by an eiectric eei! 

The Living Planet Aquarium near Salt Lake City is 
using energy generated by the eel’s movements to 
light its Christmas tree. 

Aquarium staff hope the stunt will give visitors an 
insight into how powerful electric eels are. 

“Visitors can visually and audibly experience the 
power of our electric eel and get a real sense of 
how amazing this creature is,” spokeswoman 


Angie Hyde told reporters. 

”We thought we’d put a festive twist on it for the 
holidays which has been a huge hit with our 
members and visitors.” 

The slippery creatures can produce up to 650 volts 
of electricity, more than enough to light a tree and 
a few extra fairy lights - or even kill a fully-grown 
man. 

These fascinating freshwater predators live in the 
murky streams and ponds of the Amazon and 
Orinoco basins in South America and get their 
name from the enormous electrical charge they 



use to stun their prey. 

Their bodies contain 
electric organs with about 
6,000 cells called electrocytes that store power 
like tiny batteries. When threatened or while 
attacking prey, 
the eel will 
discharge 
all the 
energy 
contained in 

theses cells simultaneously, emitting a burst of at 
least 600 volts.

“I was responsible, as a reeently eleeted 
eouneillor, for bringing it to Harlow 
where it was subsequently 

displayed over the main publie 
stairway in the old Town Hall,” 
writes Mr Rogers.

T he anti-apartheid 
movement in South 
Africa represents 
one of the most epic 
struggles for freedom 
in the 20th century. 

Here on the pages of 
Nostalgia we reeently 
featured Kitson Way 
- the road in Harlow 
linking West Gate 
and North Gate. 

Like Mandela 
Avenue, it was 
renamed after a 
South Afriean anti¬ 
apartheid 

campaigner, in this 
case David Kitson 
who died recently 
But when it comes to 
unearthing facts about 
the town’s history, 
readers of the Star are a 
mine of information. And 
once again a story on these 
pages has brought an 
interesting respsonse 
Former Harlow councillor Jim 
Rogers, of Bishopsfield, writes: 

“Harlow does in fact have a third major 
connection with the epic struggle against 
the former apartheid regime in South 
Africa. 

"Whilst Mandela Avenue and Kitson Way 
are freely accessible to the multi-ethnic 
people of Harlow, the third connection is 
not. It is incarcerated deep in the custody 
of Harlow Council.” 

In 1984 an East London artist called Dan 
Jones created a piece of work called We 


Will Be Free to commemorate the release 
of Mr Kitson. 

The work, pictured here, is approx two 
metres in diameter and was inspired by 
King Arthur's Knights of the Round Table 
which resides in Winchester Cathedral. 

It portrays oppressed peoples from around 


“It would be fitting for We Will Be Free to 
be released here so as to complete the trio 
fully and freely accessible to the public,” 
he says.

REVIEW 

Jack & The Beanstalk 
Rhodes, Bishop's Stortford 


THERE’S a reason why 
pantomime has been 
popular for centuries and 
why, even in today’s 
diverse entertainment 
landscape, theatres all over 
the land continue to be as 
accommodating at 
Christmas as a booked-up 
Bethlehem innkeeper with 
a stable. 

And that’s because it draws 
families in their droves, with 
children very often getting their 
first experience of live theatre 
via panto while the grown-ups 
delight in the reactions etched 
on the faces of little ones 
during a show. 

Sometimes a star name helps 
put bums on seats, but this is 
by no means a guarantee of an 
enjoyable show. Jock and the 
Beanstalk is a community 
panto, created by local people 
for local people. 

The audience were put in 
festive mood even before they 
stepped through the front door, 
courtesy of a snow machine on 
the roof spewing out foamy 
flakes that drifted across the 
glass fascia of Rhodes. 

Entering the auditorium it was 
immediately apparent that the 
new production team had gone 
to town on the set, which used 
the full width of the hall to 
good effect, bringing the action 
closer to the audience. 

The show has been written and 
produced by former Harlow 
Playhouse manager Phil Dale, 

In his version of the fairy tale 
Jack Butterchurns lives with his 
mother, Dame Betsy, and 
brother, Silly Billy, in the village 
of Loose Chippings where they 
run a dairy with the aid of their 


only cow, Daisy. 

Their despicable landlord, 
Squire Basil Nasty, is in league 
with a giant with a voracious 
appetite who lives above the 
clouds. Things are complicated 
by the fact that the Squire's 
daughter, Jill, prefers the 
company of peasants and has a 
soft spot for Jack. 

When Dame Betsy sends Jack 
to market to sell Daisy to save 
the cow from the giant's oven, 
the lad returns with magic 
beans, so his mother flushes 
them down the toilet in disgust. 
The next morning, they wake 
to find a beanstalk stretching 
up to the sl^. 

By now, the Squire has 
kidnapped the children of 
Loose Chippings to satisfy the 
giant’s hunger. Is dreamer Jack, 
who lives with his head in the 
clouds, up to the task of saving 
them? 

The production moved the 
story along at the proper pace, 
with the musical interludes and 
dance routines linking the 
action nicely. The sets, 
costumes and visual effects are 
all worthy of a wider audience. 
Just one slight negative: the 
script does not have the gag 
count that other pantos pack, 
but it does contain the most 
risque line of innuendo that I 
have ever heard in panto! 

A notable feature among the 
cast was the absence of a weak 
link. Faye Linden as Jack has 
the charm, voice, face and 
thighs to appeal to the whole 
audience, 6ft Sin Dale is a 
tower of strength as the 
villainous Squire, Lee Ellaway 
makes a delightful (but not at 
all disturbing) dame while 
Nathan Stickley and Dan 
James, as the Squire's 
henchmen Bob Scratchit and 
Tommy Tickle, are a fine 
double act.

It comes as no surprise when the Lilliputian 
court goes up in flames that this Gulliver 
chooses to extinguish the inferno by 
emptying the contents of an extremely full 
bladder. 

And when it comes to defeating the 
Blefuscudian armada, the hero’s generously 
proportioned belly provides the perfect 
protection against a barrage of miniature 
cannonballs. 

Lemuel Gulliver (Black) works in the post 
room of a New York newspaper where he 
pines for travel editor Darcy Silverman 
(Amanda Peet) from afar. 

In order to impress the object of his 
affections, Gulliver blags a travel assignment 
to the Bermuda Triangle. Heading out to sea 
on his boat Notfersail, Gulliver is swept into 
a massive, swirling column of water and 
ends up as a giant in the land of Lilliput. 
Feared at first by the tiny inhabitants, 

Gulliver ingratiates himself to King Theodore 
(Billy Connolly), Queen Isabelle (Catherine 
Tate) and their daughter Princess Mary 
(Emily Blunt). 

Mary is betrothed to dull, blustering General 
Edward (Chris O’Dowd) but much prefers 
lowly Horatio (Jason Segel). However, 
Lilliputian law dictates that only someone 
who commits a truly heroic deed can ask 
for the princess’s hand in marriage. 

Gulliver’s Travels is bombastic and garish, 
broadly exploring the corruption of a 
humble man before gifting him a chance at 
redemption. 

Black can barely keep a straight face as he 
gambols from one digital effects sequence 
to the next. The romantic sub-plot with 
Darcy is laughable - and not in a good way 
- but Segel is endearing as a commoner 
hoping to love above his station and Blunt, 
Connolly and Tate have fun with their 
plummy royals who naively accept Gulliver’s 
tall tales.

T he 911 you can buy now 
is a world apart from the 
model that kick-started 
the brand. 

Over the years the 911 has 
grown in size and power, with 
the result being the car you see 
today At its inception, no-one 
could have imagined a 
successful racing career and 
the desire for increasing levels 
of performance and usability.

away from the track? Not a bit 
of it. What’s refreshing is how 
user friendly it is; from a short 
trip to the shops to an epic 
driving adventure, the car 
displays a level of competence 
that’s hard to match elsewhere 
at this level. 

There’s a reassuring familiarity 
when you slide down into the 
GTS’s competition-influenced 
seats. Everything is where it 
should be, as is the case in 
every 911, although this car’s 
suede-trimmed steering wheel 
and manual gear shifter hint at 
a more focused experience. 
Wake the car’s 3.8-litre flat-six 
motor and it’s obvious that the 
GTS is a bit special. There’s 
more noise and a deeper growl 
than with other 911s, 


highlighting the fact that this 
435bhp competition-biased 
engine shares little with the 
company’s regular unit. The 
manual gearshift is also shorter 
and more direct.

With plenty of torque available 
across the rev range, the car’s 
engine is as docile as you want 
it to be. Despite boasting a 
heady 8,500rpm redline, there's 
never a need to get close to even 
half that. And you can listen to 
the radio in comfort, too! 


It’s away from the daily grind 
that you’ll fully appreciate the 
car’s all-rounder nature, 
though. From obediently 
obeying a SOmph limit, you can 
drive straight onto a track and 
fully exploit all six gears, all 435 
horsepower and a zero to 
62mph time of 4.1 seconds. 
Engine aside, key to the GTS’s 
astonishing performance is a 
suspension set up that walks a 
fine line between satisfying the 
needs of track drivers and 
pleasing those seeking a fast 
road experience. 

Relatively speaking, the car’s 
suspension is pleasingly 
compliant for something shod 
with beefy rubber and boasting 
a heavy competition bias. 
Pushing a button can stiffen 


things up for super-smooth 
Tarmac, an act that will have 
you cornering flatter and 
harder than you think is 
possible. 

Factor in some excellent steel 
brakes - carbon ceramic items 
are available and worth it for 
the track day fans - plus a 
steering system offering an 
abundance of confidence- 
inspiring accuracy, feedback 
and weight, and it’s hard not to 
be impressed by the car’s 
performance and the talents of 
Porsche’s engineers. 

The GTS is good on country 
roads, too. But you probably 
worked that out already. The 
combination of accurate 
steering, minimal body roll and 
the sophisticated suspension 
set up all ensure breathtakingly 
swift progress. 

Even with the clever electronic 
aids turned off, the GTS is not a 
car to chew you up and spit you 
out. If you need to make any 
corrections the car’s 
progressive nature gives you 
plenty of warning. 

If you’re seeking a no 
compromise 911 you can also 
use every day, this is it. There is 
no discussion to be had 
weighing up the merits of the 
competition, as Porsche’s 911 
GTS is everything you’ll need in 
a fast road car. End of story.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the No1 area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
In the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbles 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Book review by Alan Scott 


FUTBOLISTA, politician, 
football manager, farmer. 
World Cup winner and scorer 
of one of the greatest FA Cup 
Final goals ever. 

It’s been quite a varied life for 
Rieardo ‘Rieky’ Villa, one of the 
most sueeessfiil imports to British 
soeeer of all time. 

I had the honour of meeting the 
great man in Bishop’s Stortford reeent- 
ly, but it is only in his autobiography 
And Still Ricky Villa, that you get to the 
heart of what makes the former Spurs 
idol tiek. 

At 58, Villa offers an interesting per- 
speetive on life. Believe me this is not 
just a book about football. 

At times it’s a soeial eommentary 
and a faseinating insight into life in 
Argentina, partieularly in 1978 when 
the eountry was under military rule - 
and Villa was part of the squad whieh 
won the World Cup amid allegations of 
eorruption and assumptions that Peru - 
with an Argentina-born goalkeeper - 
had thrown their mateh whieh enabled 
the hosts to get to the semi-final. 

During this period, thousands of 
people mysteriously ‘vanished’, 
ineluding teaehers, doetors and 
lawyers. Their polities went against 
that of the dietatorship. 

As Villa reveals, propaganda pre¬ 
vented him and his eountrymen from 
diseovering the truth about the regime, 
but most suspeeted. 

But Villa et al knew better than to 
speak out about the military junta at 
the time. 

Better times were to eome for Villa 
as his friendship with Ossie Ardiles 
prompted Tottenham Hotspur to sign 
the pair following their sueeess at the 
World Cup. 

Villa first started to earve out a 
name for himself at Atletieo Tueuman. 
He seored 68 goals in 108 games and 
is still third in the elub’s list of all-time 
seorers. 

This prompted a move to one of 
Buenos Aires’ biggest elubs - Raeing 
Club - for what was a reeord transfer 
of seven million pesos. 

His progression meant he just 
pipped a 17-year-old future star ealled 
Diego Maradona to a plaee in the 
World Cup squad in 1978. 

However, a training ground injury 
by none other than Ardiles restrieted 
Villa to just two substitute appear- 
anees. 

It is unelear whether Ardiles felt 
guilty for eausing this injury, but when 
the then Spurs 
boss Keith 

Burkinshaw want¬ 
ed to sign another 
Argentinian, there 
was only one 
player little Ossie 
would reeom- 

mend. 

Foreign players 
litter the English 
game today, but 
baek then the 
£700,000 transfer 
sent shoekwaves 
through the eoun¬ 
try. 

The pair bought houses next door to 
eaeh other in Tumford, near Spurs’ 
Cheshunt training ground. 

Villa seored on his Tottenham debut 
at the City Ground, home of the eur- 
rent English Champions Nottingham 
Forest. Spurs, just promoted from divi¬ 
sion two (now the Coea-Cola 
Championship) stunned Brian 
Clough’s side by snatehing a 1-1 draw. 

But there were more downs than ups 
in that first season - Spurs lost 7-0 to 
Eiverpool at Anfield and then 5-0 to a 
Eiam-Brady-inspired Arsenal at White 
Hart Eane, whieh was watehed by this 
eorrespondent from the Park Eane end 
- in eomplete horror I may add!

Senor Villa, gracias 
for the memories 


Villa seored in both of Tottenham’s 
last two games - wins against Bolton 
Wanderers and West Brom - as Spurs 
finished 11th. 

But Burkinshaw’s side was taking 
shape and the arrival of two new strik¬ 
ers - Steve Arehibald and Garth 
Crooks, a eouple of non-league sign¬ 
ings (Graham Roberts and Tony 
Galvin) plus a bateh of impressive 
youngsters (Chris Hughton, Paul 
Miller and Glenn Hoddle) soon pushed 
Spurs towards their most sueeessfiil 
period for several years. 

It was the 1981 FA Cup Final 
against Manehester City that forever 
etehed Villa into the eonseiousness of 


fans of the English game. 

Ineredibly, Villa may not have even 
played in that final. A eareer-threaten- 
ing injury eaused by a hard taekle from 
Eiverpool’s Graeme Souness in 1980 
prompted Spurs to ask the midfielder 
to eonsider taking early retirement and 
an insuranee pay-out - at the tender 
age of 27. 

Villa battled baek and seored 
arguably a better goal than his Cup 
Final effort in the semi-final replay 
against Wolves in 1981. Spurs won this 
3-0 at Highbury when striker Crooks 
hit two goals. 

The Argentinean again took the 
limelight away from Crooks in the 


final against City. 

Who ean forget the sight of Villa 
being substituted at Wembley in 1981? 

Diseonsolate, he trudged his way 
round the old stadium, eompletely 
stunned by his disappointing perform- 
anee. 

Spurs fought baek and salvaged a 
draw when Tommy Hutehinson - who 
had opened the seoring for City - 
made history himself by seoring an 
own goal. He was the first player ever 
to aehieve this unwanted feat. 

Despite skipper Steve Perryman’s 
request to Burkinshaw to leave Villa 
out of the replay, the Spurs boss kept 
faith with the Argentinean. He was

repaid in spades as Villa struek twiee 
as the North Eondoners won 3-2. 

His seeond goal will forever be 
etehed inside the fabrie of FA Cup his¬ 
tory and romanee. He daneed past two 
defenders, eoming baek inside again, 
then slipped the ball under City keeper 
Joe Corrigan. 

It was a truly mesmerising goal. 

Prior to that there had been the 
‘bizarre’ moment of reeording an FA 
Cup Final song. 

“Surely they don’t want me to sing,” 
Villa reealled. “And just when I 
thought I had heard it all they told me 
Ossie would be the lead singer! I 
eouldn’t stop laughing. He’s more tone 
deaf than I am.” 

Not only that, but the song Ossie’s 
Dream was a hit and prompted an 
appearanee on Top of the Pops for a 
elearly bemused Villa and his Spurs 
team-mates. 

However, things were to hit a very 
low point just a year later. 

Tottenham had reaehed the Cup 
Final again - but the Falklands 
Confliet had begun and Villa’s adopted 
eountry was at war with his home 
nation. 

Ardiles was with the Argentina 
national team as they prepared for the 
World Cup in Spain. 

It was deeided that Villa should not 
play in the final against QPR. 

Villa left Spurs in the summer of 
1983.

Combined teams 
to compete in 
Southern League 

THE Southern Athletics Eeague is set 
to unite the men’s and women’s teams 
when Harlow hosts competitive meet¬ 
ings for the first time in almost 18 years 
in 2011. 

This decision immediately throws up 
a quandary for the Mark Hall 
Sportcentre-based club, as it has not 
been able to operate a women’s team 
for several years due to a lack of female 
members. 

But it is still encouraging that HAC 
will be able to host its own Southern 
Eeague meetings for the first time since 
the early 1990s. 

This came after UK Athletics grant¬ 
ed Eevel 1 status to the Eondon Road 
facility. 

Various problems with the infield, 
particularly the drainage, had prevented 
the club from hosting county standard 
and Southern Eeague competitive 
meetings since the move to Mark Hall 
in 2006. 

The site was built as part of the 
Gateway Project after the club’s old 
Sportcentre home in Hammarskjold 
Road was sold off for housing. 

Harlow AC also hope to bring in spe¬ 
cialist women coaches to boost the new 
team - and help attract more female 
members. 

They will also need to recruit more 
female members. 

A club spokesman explained: “Level 
One means we have now finally got 
County Grade status which is what was 
promised originally. 

“This means we have a track and 
field facility that can hold the Essex 
County Championships although we 
have no stand which we were promised 
and no clubhouse which would be used 
during all meetings.” 

England Athletics East inspector 
Ralph Burrows gave the complex the 
Eevel One grading. 

The other issue preventing the club 
from hosting major meetings is the 
parking at Mark Hall. 

“Parking is not sufficient for a big 
meeting either, but this could be 
increased as we mentioned a few years 
ago to the Mark Hall staff,” added fhe 
HAC spokesman.

DESPITE a miserable 
league run of one win in 
six games, striker Che 
Stadhart is convinced 
the Hawks can gain a 
play-off spot this season.
